All the milliners except one have 
expressed their willingness to comply 
w-ith the demands of the union.

The lady wfas seen by a reporter 
and stated that she made a special 
contract with her girls to work four 
evenings a w-eek, for which she paid 
about 20 per cent more wages than 
any other milliner in the city.

said that she had been requested by 
a number of pottery girls to keep her 
store open, and that to close at that 
hour would ruin her business.

A rtists are constantly appear­ 
ing with designs for the finn. a small 
arm y of men with paint j*ots and b rush­ 
es are hovering about w aiting to be 
sent out. ami everywhere are gay evi- 
donees of tin* results of all this labor. 
“W ho are the men that paint the-'* 
‘heroic* pictures one sees oil unused 
walls ami lofty fences?” asked a re­ 
porter of one of the men who keeps 
these subordinates busy. 
“They a re not the people you think 
them. I fancy,” was the answ er. 
“ In­ 
stead of being daubers, with about the 
ability necessary to wield a w hitew ash 
brush, o u r best men are real artists. 
By this I mean that ninny of them 
h a re had years of training in draw ing 
aud color work. 
Several of them have* 
studied abroad in the ateliers of well 
known men. A m an whom I saw p ain t­ 
ing a head on a wall yesterday is a 
night 
instructor in a Brooklyn art 
school. 
Recently one of our men p ain t­ 
ed on a large wall the biggest portrait 
ever attem pted. 
He bail studied live 
years in the Parte art schools.” 
“ W hy do they take up this w ork?” 
“The other doesn't pay. 
It's a ease 
of 'commercialism in art.’ 
They find 
th a t they can’t make the real thing 
pay, so they come to this common 
calling. 
T here’s money in it. 
Why, 
our sta r painters get SAO a week. 
The 
daubers, who put 
in 
backgrounds, 
don’t earn more than $10 or $15 a 
week.” 
T he men who paint the designs iii 
various inaccessible and conspicuous 
places have with them small copies 
of the designs to be reproduced. 
Long 
experience m akes them expert in ac­ 
curately tracing the design upon the 
chosen surface. 
Although the fam iliar 
advertisem ents scattered over the city 
seem exactly alike aud one face seems 
I the exact counterpart of another, yet 
closer inspection will 
show 
various 
poiuts of difference. 
lu the case of a 
very fam iliar picture which is display­ 
ed from one sud of tile United States 
to the other, when it w as first brought 
out one m an w as hired for the sole 
purpose of painting th a t one design, 
aud to do this he traveled from Maine 
to Uaiiforuiu. 
"N ot the least of our difficulties.” 
said tile advertising man. “is finding 
places to put our signs. 
We hire men 
who do nothing else btu go about aud 
obtain permission from owners to put 
tip billboards on their premises, use 
a vacant wall or decorate a feuce or a 
roof. 
It needs great tact to do this. . 
W hen thoro are objections, they m ust 
be overcome, and a fte r this is done 
the ow ner often gets the idea th at his 
available space is worth thousands of 
dollars to us aud to him. 
T he expe­ 
riences 
of 
advertising 
men 
am ong 
farm ers and tram ps would m ake a 
m ighty interesting book.” 
"W hy do you say tram ps?” 
‘‘Ob, the tram ps are our worst ene­ 
mies. 
They build fires behind our 
billboards and burn them or else tear 
them down out of sheer wantonness.” 
When asked about the price a blank 
brick wall in a conspicuous part of 
New York would bring to its ow ner if 
lie let it for advertising purjHjses, the 
advertising man laughed and said h** 
could not tell that, but be did not mind 
[saying that lie w as now paying $t»,000 
a year rent for a wall in the middle of 
the shopping district. 
"This is not an 
unusual sum to pay,” he added, “for 
such prominent positions.” 
Advertising linns are liberal sub­ 
scribers to all art magazines, particu­ 
larly to those French a rt periodicals 
which display the new est draw ings of 
the still popular poster. 
The ideas of 
the foreign artists are taken freely and 
converted into gaudy designs for a d ­ 
vertising tile latest song or a new cigar 
w ithout tile least compensation, since, 
as Hie advertisers assert. American 
ideas are assim ilated abroad just as 
unceremoniously. 
Not all the large reproductions of fig­ 
ures and faces on our streets and along 
the roof tops are handw ork. 
Many of 
them are machine made. 
By a process 
akin to ihat of m aking lithographs m a­ 
chines have been invented to lay the 
colors 
automatically. 
The 
finished 
product, quite devoid of jiersouality, 
presents accurately a copy of the work­ 
ing design.—New York Post.

J 
While that historic convention did not j 
accomplish all its friends expected, its 
work was by no means in vain; it at 
least paved the way for future inter­ 
national councils, and for a tribunal 
which may yet prove a blessing to the 
world. 
As monarchs go, the czar is not a 
bad specimen. 
He means well and is 
'doing his level best. He is giving Rus­ 
sia an infinitely 
better government 
than it ever had before, and it is hard 
to understand why so many of 
his 
subjects should be so eager to kill him. 
It may be that the present outbreak 
of Nihilism is the dying spasm of tilt; 
discontent which has existed in his 
realm for ages. Well for him and for 
Europe if this be the case.

Mich., i 
has a novel scheme w hich he has of- J 
fered as an attraction for the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo. Some 
years ago Bartholomew invented an 
apparatus with which lie proposed to 
go over Niagara falls. The apparatus 
consists of two large spheres made of 
sheet steel and lined with cork. 
Inside each sphere is a silk bag to 
contain gas. and the spheres are con­ 
nected by a steel rod. to which the 
seat to be occupied by the operator 
and sandbags for baliti*! are attached 
Things are so arranged that in case of 
danger one or all of the ballast bags 
can be released, and in case all are 
released the apparatus will start tip 
into the air ami float aw ay like a bal­ 
loon. The machine is to be construct­ 
ed on a large float and towed as near 
the falls as possible, when it will be 
rolled off into the water and float 
down and over the falls.

ed that the buoyancy of the gas bags 
will keep Hie apparatus on the surface, 
even while going over the precipice.

M arch 27.— W hile a t­ 
tention has beeu centered upon the 
crisis connected with the M anchur­ 
ian agreem ent, an entirely new and 
im portant phase of th e Chinese ques­ 
tion apparently has been presented by 
the action of the m inisters a t Pekin in 
agreeing Monday to subm it to their

governm ents

a rti­ 
cles 8 and 9 of the Chinese protocol, 
shall be carried out by the m ilitary 
authorities of all th e powers inter­ 
ested in China, or only by those pow­ 
ers w o are continuing to tak e p art 
iu th e application of these articles. 
T he action of the m inisters has been 
com m unicated to several of the for­ 
eign em bassies 
and 
legations here, 
and doubtles Mr. Rockhill has m ade 
or will m ake known the sam e fact-j.

Things are so arranged that in case of 
danger one or all of the ballast bags 
can be released, and in case all arc 
released the apparatus will start up 
into the air aud float away like a bal­ 
loon. The machine is to be construct­ 
ed on a large float aud towed as near 
the falls as possible, when it will bo 
rolled off into the water and float 
down aud over the falls.

ed that the buoyancy of the gas bags 
will keep the apparatus ou the surface, 
even while going over the [iredpice. 
Bartholomew claims that this will be 
one of the most attractive features of 
the exposition aud will net the man­ 
agement a large sum.

Neighborhood reminiscences of til0 
late Benjam in Harrison’s boyhood at 
North Btfnd, (>., show him to have 
been much the same as other boys un­ 
der like conditions. 
Ile engaged iu the 
amusements 
of 
country 
boys 
and 
tramped miles to tile district school, at 
which period he is recalled as a white 
haired youngster of rather more than 
average intelligence. 
Each Sunday he 
regularly attended, w ith his parents, 
church at Cleves, four miles distant 
from his home. 
A t times, with his 
brother ('arter, bo went in the fam ily 
skiff to Lawrenceburg w ith the family 
grist. 
A wiseacre of this latter place says 
that on one of those excursions he dis­ 
covered some particular promise in lit­ 
tle Ben and, patting him on the head, 
made the remark that be “ would some 
day be president.” 
Before be was 15 
years old General Harrison went to 
school at College H ill, C ary’s academy, 
or Belmont college, as it is now calk'd, 
I where he was a classmate of Murat 
Halstead. 
Subsequently lie went to 
j Oxford college, Ohio, graduated and 
immediately too!; up the study of law 
I in Cincinnati, and in a short time lie 
wont to Indianapolis, where be has 
since resided. 
Some of the best stories of the late 
ex-presklent, however, are to be found 
in Hie biography written of bim by 
General Lew Wallace and published 
some years ago. 
A fter devoting the 
nf t j,c ( -u 
first chapter to Harrison’s illustrious 
Kentucky, 
ancestry General Wallace describes his 
hero first as ii child, boy and student 
and 
then as a lawyer, soldier and 
statesman. 
Take this as a specimen 
extract, giving a glimpse of Harrison’s 
boyhood, with a rugged environment of 
I runtier life and days of drudgery in a 
log schoolhouse: 
“ In seasons when the crops wore bo­ 
ing planted and harvested he was, as 
a 
farm er’s 
boy, 
given 
employment 
suitable to bis years. He fed the cattle; 
he <1 lei tho milking, though he has since 
confessed that at this latter labor im 
was never a success. 
It should not lie 
supposed that tile attendance at school 
and work upon the farm were unmixed 
w ith pastime. The l ivers flowing close 
by were well stocked in that day with 
fish, there were squirrels in the woods, 
In their season ducks were plenteous, 
and in the pursuit of such game young 
Harrison became an expert shot, par­ 
ticularly w ith tile rifle. 
Very frequent­ 
ly lie assisted the negro who served the 
household in the capacity of cook, car­ 
ried wood and water for him and help­ 
ed bim wash the dishes that lie might 
the better secure his company in a bout 
at fishing or bunting.” 
In one or two places the biographer 
draws aside the curtain and gives us a I 
glance at the Inner sanctuary of young 
Hai l Ison’s home life, made beautiful 
by the character of the mother, whose 
presence hallowed it: 
“ His mother was ti most Christian 
woman, of remarkable sweetness of 
temper, and ber spirit pervaded tho 
bouse, 
The dining room, which was 
the common sitting room, was large 
and commodious, with the usual wide 
open fireplace. 
In evenings, especially 
of the w inter, the fam ily assembled In 
It around a central table. 
Tho flames ! 
In the fireplace burned brightly, dis- ; 
(lensing light In ald of tin* tallow dips 
on the table, beside which were the 
old fashioned brasen snuffers ready In 
the polished tray for instant use. 
The 
clips mentioned were not tho store ar­ 
ticle. but homemade. 
In fact, young 
Harrison helped make them and be­ 
came sin expert in the business.” 
It Is not an imposing personage to 
whom General Wallace Introduces tis 
in his description of Harrison’s “ make 
up” at the time his biographer first 
met him. 
The stripling lawyer, mar­ 
ried, though barely out of bis teens, 
had bung out Ills shingle In Indianapo­ 
lis and was ready for clients. 
General 
W allace soys: 
“Ho wus small in stature, of slender 
physique and what might be culled a 
blond, 
H is eyes were gray, tinged 
with blue, bis hair light, reminding one > 
of what In ancient days along the W a­ 
bash was more truly than poetically 
described us “a towhead.’ 
fie was * 
plainly dressed and in that respect gave j 
tokens of Indifference to the canons of 
fashion, 
lie was modest in manner, 
even diffident, but he had a pleasant , 
voice aud look urn! did not lack for I 
words to express himself. 
At first one 
wondered that ll young mull apparently | 
so lacking In assertion should presume 
to intrust himself so far from home. 
The wonder was heightened when it 
became known that the fledgling was 
a grandson of President W illiam Hen­ 
ry Harrison. 
He grew, however, with 
more intim ate acquaintanceship, aud 
by aud by men, speaking of him lu the 
vernacular, prophesied that he would 
develop Into a *sw loge eat.’ ” 
When the boy Harrison bad served 
his time at the A H C of learning in 
the log schoolhouse and had carried 
Ids studies considerably deeper under 
his father’s Instruction, he spout two 
years at Farmers’ college, near Clods* 
natl, after which he entered Miami 
university as a junior, 
ills life there, 


i t seems, was muck like that of tho 


average college Troy or mat u a j 
this, with possibly a single noteworthy 
esccptfon—Harrison actually married 
I the girl to whom as a student iie had 
pledged bis first and only love. 
I 
M r. Harrison threw down Ids law ­ 
books 
ben he saw that Ids country 


n cod I'd his services In the dark hours 
] of 18G2. This Is the I ite general’s own 
I story of that incident: 
“ I went one day to sec Governor 
Morton w ith M r. W allace to seek an 
appointment as lieutenant for a young 
man In the northern part of the state. 
A fter getting through with this busi­ 
ness Governor Morton invited me into 
an Inner room. 
Ile then? spoke of tim 
call and of no response being made 
thereto. 
“The 
governor 
seemed 
quito 
dis­ 
couraged at the apathy of the people, 
and, pointing over toward the Gallup 
block, whore men were dressing stone, 
remarked that men were interested in 
their own business more than in the 
safety 
of the 
nation. 
I 
said 
right 
there: 
‘Governor, if I can be of serv­ 
ice to my country I ani ready to go/ 
H e said: 
‘You can; you can raise a 
regiment in this district.’ Ile went on 
to say: 
‘You have a good office and 
Ic would bo too much to ask you to 
give it up; but you gel up the regiment 
and we can find some one else to take 
It to the field.’ 
“I said: ‘No, if I make a recruiting 
speech aud ask any man to enlist I pro­ 
pose to go w ith him aud stay as long 
as he does, if I live so long.’ 
‘W ell, 
said the governor, ‘you can command 
the regim ent/ 
I said: 
‘I don’t know 
th at I shall want to. 
I have no m ili­ 
tary experience; 
we can see about 
th a t/ ” 
His regiment belonged to tho Arm y 
mberland In Tennessee and 
It was attached to the 
Tw entieth 
Arm y corps, General Joe 
Hooker’s command, during tho Atlanta 
campaign, and General Harrison took 
the place of General Butterfield as bri­ 
gade commander. 
In the reports of his 
superiors be was commended for cour­ 
age and skill at the battles of Resaca 
and IVach Tree Creek. 
As General Hooker rode the lines on 
the day after Peach Tree Creek he 
shook his hand and said, “ Harrison, by 
, I ’ll make you a brigadier general 
for this fight.” 
Hooker soon after wrote a highly 
complimentary letter to the secretary 
of war. 
W hile on temporary leave of 
absence to visit tis fam ily General 
Harrison was cut off from his return 
to A tlanta by the Confederate invasion 
of Tennessee and northern Georgia. 
On the night following the battle of 
New Hope Church, says Lew Wallace, 
Colonel Harrison had his dead collect­ 
ed for burial. 
Mis wounded be bad 
taken to a little farmhouse standing a 
Short distance iii tho rear, and he sent 
for his surgeons. 
Unfortunately they 
had separated from the command in 
the darkie ss. 
Anxious, solicitous aud sympathetic, 
In their absence* the colonel turned sur­ 
geon himself. 
Taking off his coat and 
rolling Ids sloev^fl^VO'Ills elbows, he sot 
to stanching the wounds. 
He says, 
speaking of the circumstance: 
“ I don’t know whether I did any 
service. 
I tried to.” 
He caused some tents to In* torn up 
for bandages and worked Industriously 
several hours before the surgeons ap­ 
peared. 
When they carne into the im ­ 
provises! hospital, they found him cov­ 
ered with the blood which he had striv­ 
en to stop. 
In the dim, flickering light of candles 
stuck In the floor he looked like a 
butcher instead of a Samaritan. 
The 
survivors of his treatm ent never for­ 
got his tenderness and the sympathy 
he showed by look, voice and action. 
General Harrison was a lifelong mem­ 
ber of the church and was never known 
to swear but once in his life. 
This 
was during the battle of Resaca, when 
his regiment held the post of danger. 
•our colonel was with us, too.” says 
Moses McLain, who was wounded in 
that charge. 
“He came right up be­ 
hind us when we captured tho four 
guns there—the only guns, I believe, 
that wert* taken in the Atlanta cam­ 
paign. 
We bad to withstand the mur­ 
derous cross fire, aud as the gunners 
discharged their pieces we fell to tho 
ground and allowed the shot to pass 
over us. 
“Then 
we 
rushed 
up. 
sealed 
the 
works and took possession of the guns. 
The t»oys tell a story of the general 
which I guess is true. 
They say that 
when he went into the works Harrison 
wgs with us and that he grabbed a 
relwl gunner by the beard aud yanked 
him out, exclaiming, ‘Come out of here, 
you blank blank rebel!’ aud the blauks 
were rather sulphurous words, lf I re­ 
member rightly.** 
O f bis later life, his presidential cam­ 
paigns, his career as chief executive, 
his secoud mn 
re-entry to the 
menus of which he made the hulk of 
bis fortune after he had passed tho 
ago of threescore—all this la more or 
less fam iliar. 
I Hiring that time he had 
become the silent, reserved, dignified 
man whom many people imagined to 
be cold aud unfeeling, 
Those who 
knew him best, however, knew that 
under his mask of rest' 
heart beat as warmly and as kindly as 
ever, aud the recent announcement of

SPINAL CORD CUT. 


Y e t W e l l t o n S h a w L i v e d a n d A s t o n - 


i hImmI t h e P h y s i c i a n * . 
Weston Shaw, a lG-year-old boy. has 
lived since Jan. IG last w ith th ret* 
inches of his spinal coni missing. Life 
under such conditions had always been 
deemed 
impossible by 
the medical 
world. The physicians attending the 
boy are amazed. 
The spinal column is not broker. 
The case of W alter Duryea, who has 
lived a long time with a broken neck, 
Is 
considered as nothing 
compared 
w ith Shaw’s case. 
A 
break in 
the 
spinal 
column 
Shaw’s 
physicians 
would regard as a comparative simple 
m atter. They could 
at least 
under­ 
stand how a person so afflicted could 
live. 
Young Shaw is practically dead from 
his hips down. 
His legs are not only 
paralyzed, but mortification has set in. 
M entally be is as bright as over. 
IU* 
is conscious and suffers little pain. Ile 
laughs and jokes and eats regularly. 
The physicians declare be cannot live. 
They are doing everything possible to 
prolong life, but have no hope of sav­ 
ing him. 
But from the first they ex­ 
pected every day that the boy would 
die. 
Young Shaw lives at Inwood. N. Y. 
H e is now lying in a garret room in his 
parents’ 
room. They 
are 
people of 
very moderate means. 
He fell a dis­ 
tance of 25 feet from a roof on which 
he was working at Far Rockaway. 
H e was removed to the Nassau hos­ 
pital at Mineola. An incision 14 inches 
long was made in his back on either 
side of the spine and the flesh turned 
back so that the spinal column 
was 
brought lido view. 
It 
was 
found 
that 
tho 
seventh, 
eighth, ninth and tenth dorsal verte­ 
bra? bad been ja mint'd together by the 
fall.
